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1 . IF CONVENIENT FOR OTHER ALLIES, WE AGREE THAT OCTOBER 9 
WOULD BE GOOD DATE POR DISCUSSION OP SECRETARY'S STATEMENT 
TO POREIGN RELATIONS COMMITTEE ON DETENTE. WE DO NOT EXPECT 
TO PROVIDE FURTHER GUIDANCE POR SUCH DISCUSSIONS. 

2. CONCERNING CONSULTATIONS RELATED TO THE PORTH- 
COMING MOSCOW TRIP, YOU SHOULD BE GUIDED BY POLLOWING: 

- IN BILATERAL TALKS IN CONNECTION WITH OPENING OF UNGA, 

AND SUBSEQUENTLY IN WASHINGTON, THERE HAVE BEEN DISCUSSIONS 
BETWEEN SECRETARY AND ALLIED FOREIGN MINISTERS THAT HAVE 
ADDRESSED ISSUES WHICH MAY ARISE AT PORTHCOMING VISIT TO 
USSR. 
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- WE DO NOT ENVISAGE MORE FORMAL CONSULTATIONS IN ADVANCE 
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OF THE TRIP EXCEPT POSSIBLY A US PRESENTATION TO COUNCIL IN 
REGULAR SESSION. YOU SHOULD DISCOURAGE ANY SUGGESTIONS FOR 
A REINFORCED NAC. 

- WE WILL INFORM YOU OF PLANS AS THEY ARE DEVELOPED FOR A 
SENIOR DEPARTMENT OFFICIAL TO BRIEF THE COUNCIL FOLLOWING 

USSR VISIT. KISSINGER 
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
